AFTER SIX MONTHS. 


The Associated Press review of the first 
haif year of the European war discloses no 
element that may be taken as decisive, 
unless we take into reckoning the threaten- 
ing attitude of Rumania and Italy toward 
Germany and the manner in which the latter 
country has been compelled to extend her 
battle line to an approximate 1,500 miles. 

To a strategic extent, the advantage rests 
the allies, since Germany's original 
plan of crushing France, then turning~on 
Russia before the latter could mobiljze, has 
been thwarted. For this development credit 
must largely be given the heroic Belgians, 
for which they have paid with at least tem- 
porary national annihilation. France, too, 
and England, have fought nobly, though it is 
doubtful if they- could have checked the 
headlong onslaught of the thoroughly pre- 
pared Germans but for the gallant interfer- 
ence of the Belgians. 

One of the surprises of the war has been 
the military genius and the stubborn tenac- 
ity of Russia. The world was acquainted 
with the vast military reserves of that em- 
pire, but the manner in which they were 
utilized in the Far Eastern war was not 
such as to inspire confidence in any later 
affray. But it must be remembered that 
here the Russians were thousands of miles 
nearer their base, and that the stakes for 
which they fought were such as to give the 
war a national appeal. That makes a dif- 
ference. 

On the sea Germany has given the sub- 
marine a new significance in modern war- 
fare. Her dash -and courage already have 
created a naval tradition. The decisive 
clash at sea is yet to be staged. Evidently,

phone company of Boston. His natural apti- 
tude for this science and a certain fascina- 
tion which the,study of it always gave him 
led him to make experiments of various 
kinds Every time the telephone bell is 
heard ringing it seems to those who know 
its history fo sound Carty’s name, for he 
invented it His inventions have been man: 
all of them tending more and more to 
fect the telephone. His latest invention is 
that mystic and weird apparatus which is 
called, for want of a better name, “the phan- 
tom circuit,” and it is this apparatus which 
has made it possible to convey the human 
voice through 38,000 miles of wire so that it 
is intelligibly delivered tu the one who holds 
telephone receiver so many miles away 
Bell.
